S.R'O. 112. — In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 13 ol the National 
Cadet Corps Act, 1948 (31 of 19-13). the Central Government hereby makes the

1. (1) These rules may be called the National Cadet Corps (Third Amendment) 
Rules, 1970. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of April, 1970. 

2. In sub-rule (b) of rule 18 of the National Cadet Corps Rules, 19,48 (herein- 
after referred to as the “said rules"): —

"32 years" shall be substituted; 

(II) in clause (ii), for the figures and word "35 years", the figures and word 

"32 years" shall be substituted. 

3. In rule 22 of the said Rules: — 

(I) for the figures and word “52 years", wherever they occur, the figures 

and word “45 years” shall be substituted; 

(II) for the figures and word “55 years”, the figures and word “50 years” 

shall be substituted. 

(ill) In the first proviso, the fo'lowlng shall be added at the end, namely. 

"The Director General of the National Cadet Corps may, for a period of 
two years with effect from 1st April 1970 at his discretion, extend 
the period of the commission of such persons beyond the age of 
50 years upto 55 years.” 

Explanatory Memorandum 

In pursuance of the decisions taken at the 33rd Directors NCC Conference held 
in November, 1969, a Government order was issued on 28th November, 1969 to 
reduce (i) the age of superannuation of part-time NCC Officers to 45 years and 
(2) the upper age limit for appointment to 32 years, to be effective from 1st April, 
1970 with adequate safeguards against administrative difficulties which might 
arise in the enforcement of the Government Order. Due to unavoidable delay in 
finalising the various issues involved, the notification amending the relevant por- 
tion of the NCC Act and Rules, 1948 could not be issued before 1st April, 1970 
and is being issued now with retrospective effect. It is, however, certified that 
retrospective effect of the notification will not prejudicially affect the interest of 
any of the part-time NCC Officers.
